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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Blasutta does not teach a 
rolling engagement between the abutments and the end face of the motors. Blasutta provides a pin and roller that will allow relative 
rotation as the swash plate is adjusted. There is therefore a sliding motion between the pin and the roller, which occurs only if there is 
relative translation between the end face of the motor and the outer surface of the abutment. It is this relative translation that is 
accommodated in the sliding motion around the pin. 

This is correct. The claim limitation is the "convex abutments roll across said end face of said motors as said swashplate is adjusted and 
thereby inhibit relative sliding there between" (last two lines of claim 43). The pin allows the roller to rotate, and so the roller rotates under 
the end face, thereby inhibiting relative sliding between the end face and the roller (abutment). 

Applicant's assertion that the schematic of the pressure compensating valves (168) in fig 17 is standard for pressure compensating valves 
is wrong. The standard notation shows two pilot lines, connected before and after a throttle (which can be a variable throttle). One of the 
pilot lines causes the throttle to close and the other causes the throttle to open, shown by drawing the pilot lines to opposite sides of the 
variable throttle valve. Even though the drawings are incorrect, the specification clearly calls it a pressure compensating valve, and states 
that it delivers a constant flow, which is the function of a pressure compensating valve. This is sufficient to overcome Thoma, since Thoma 
only has a variable throttle valve (i.e. on/off throttle valve).Note that the drawings should be amended to draw a pressure compensating 
valve in standard notation. 
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
